INTERNAL REVENUE TAXES. 


Tur act of Coneress approved July 
Lith, 1870, modifyjng-our internal revenue 
laws, and repealing a large number of 
taxes, beran to take effect on the Ist of 
the present month. It wholly repeals the 
taxes on gross receipts ; on sales, with the 
exception of those on sales of tobacco, 
wines, spirits, and those paid by stamps; 
on legacies, successions, articles included 
in Schedule A, paseports, promissory notes 
for less than $100, receipts, canned and 
preserved fish. It also changes the tax on 
incomes, including salaries, so as to im- 
pose but 24 per cemt. on all incomes over 
£2,000. The estimated reduction, based 
on the revenue received from these sources 
for the fiscal year ended June 30th, 1870, 
is- as follows:

MONEY MARKET. 


THERE was an unexpected loss on every 





reduction. 

The change in the tariff law, to take 
effect January ist, 1871, places on the 
free list articles which in 1869 yiclded a 
revenue of $2,403,000 31. It reduces the 
tariff on dutiable merchandise to the 
amount of $24,095,822 68, and increases 
iton a small number of articles to the 
amount of $444,074 29. The reduction, 
less the inctease, is $26,054,748 70. This, 
added to the change of internal taxes, 
makes an aggregate reduction of $81,266,- 
748-70, as contemplated by the act of 
July 14th, 1870. 
The receipts of internal revenue for the 
month of September amounted to $12,- 
902,003 36, and for the corresponding 
month of the previous year to $13,022,- 
803 87; showing a decrease this year of 
$120,300 51. For the quarter ended 
September 30th these receipts were $51,- 
776,568 36, as against $49,621,060 02 for 
the corresponding quarter in 1869, and 
against -$40,650,831 81 for the same 
period in 1868. The. act of Congress 
taking effect at the commencement of this 
month, and cutting down the sources of 
internal. revenue receipts, will, of course, 
very materially lessen - their aggrezate 
during the current fiscal year. The re- 
duction, however, will leave a surplus of 
not less than fifty millionsof dollars, to be 
applied tothe payment of the public debt. 
The elasticity of the revenue will enable 
Congress, in the course of.a year or two, 
to revise its tax legislation again, and 
make a still further reduction of taxes, 
especially if we continue by the debt-pay- 
ing policy to lessen our annypal interest 
account. The financial -policy of the 
Government since the election of Gencral 
Grantis rapidly diminishing-the burdens 
imposed by the war and restoring general 
prosperity to the country. We hence 
think it to be politically wise to let well 
enough alone. We see -no necessity for 
restoring the Democratic party to power. 
it is a very good party to'be kept in the 
minority.

The surplus reserve of 25 per cent. of 
liabilities required by law is, according to 
the above figures, $7,799,285. As com- 
pared with the return for the correspond- 
ing week last year, the deposits are in- 
creased $2,000,000 and the loans $14,000,- 
000, while the legal-tender reserve is de- 
creased $2,000,000 and the specie $9,000,- 
000. There is $1,500,000 less circulation 
than at this time last year. 
But there is less demand for money from 
the West, and the very sensible policy of 
the Secretary of the Treasury of keeping 
the supply of currency equalized by his 
weekly purchases of Five-twenties pre- 
vents all attempts to create an artificial 
stringency by locking up greenbacks—a 
dodge ef the “bears” which has kept 
speculators on a margin in a constant con- 
dition of alarm. 
Gold has remained comparatively steady 
during the week. A fall of 1 per cent. having 
taken place early in the week, the price has 
remained with hardly a change at 113 to 
1138 ever since. The price would un- 
doubtedly drop at least two per cent. were 
it not for the “ short” interest, which keeps 
cash gold in demand. It is supposed that 
most of the coin in the Street belongs to 
the Canada banks, which are making a 
very handsome profit by. loaning their 
gold at the rate of 1-16th and 3-64th per 
day, and then loaning at 5 to 6 per cent. 
per annum the currency that is pledged 
with them as security. 

The Secretary of the Treasury might 
very easily put a check upon these Cana- 
dian bankers in Wall Street by a moderate 
increase in his sales of gold and purchase 
of bonds. 

Five-twenties are now selling cheaper in 
Wall Street than they can be sold atin 
London and Frankfort, and the conse- 
quence is a large buying for foreign ac- 
count here. The 1862s,at 912 in London,

Purchasers may be wait- 
ing fora “drive” by one or two of the 
leading jobbers; or may hope for a still 
further reduction by holding off a few 
days. But it is hazardous waiting. 

Ginghams are not selling so liberally as 
they have been, and prices are not quite 
89 firmly maintained, although no impor- 
tant change has taken place. 

Cotton flannels have been less active the 
past week, but there is still a fair demand 
for these goods. Prices are not quite so 
firm, but no important reduction has been 
effected. 

In other departments of domestic cot- 
ton goods there are no marked changes to 
notice. The demand is reasonably good 
and steady for the season, and prices are 
evenly sustained. 

Muslin de lainesare in pretty good de- 
maid, but there isa scarcity of desirable 
and attractive stylesin the hands of the 
manufacturers’ agents, Our manufactur- 
ers have produced some good styles of 
dress goods ; bunt there-is no other descrip- 
tions of fancy goods in- which there is so 
difficult a: competition with foreign manu- 
facturefs -as these, -which call for an 
amount of invention in designing styles 
which: we-possess in a very limited de- 
gree. ‘The Manchester(N. H.) Print-works 
report a -very great loss, amounting to 
nearly half a million of dollars, owipg 
mainly to this very cause=-viz., the un- 
salableness -of their goods, because the 
style of the -prints was not acceptable. 
But-the extensive damage ‘inflicted upon 
French andl German manufacturers by the 
war will probably inure to the benefit of 
our Own manufacturers next year. 

Woolen goods have been generally 
active and the demand is likely to con- 
tinue. In woolen shawls there has been a 
slirht reduction of activity; but there is 
stilla good demand, and for the more 
popular makes prices are kept well up. 

Cloths have been in good demand, and 
the sales to the elothiers of light weights 
are very large for the season. An increase 
of rates seems to be anticipated, and 
Slater’s popular fabries are sold close up 
to the supply. 

Overcoatings are not in quite so active 
demand. Prices are without quotable 
change, but a reduction is anticipated, 
Doeskins are not specially active; but 
there is a fair demand, and for the favorite 
styles the sales are quite up to the supply. 
Fancy cassimeres of good styles are sell- 
ing freely, though a little less so than the 
finer grades of cloths. Prices are firm; 
but for the more unsalable styles, of 
which there is not by any means a large 
stock in the hands of agents, the rates are 
yielding.
